Peer 0. Stromme was 
probably 


personally known to more people in 
the middle northwest thalr-cny oth- 
er man; certainly he was in the so- 
called Norwegian belt, including th 
states, 
of 
Wisconsin, Minnesota 


Iowa and the 
Dakotas. 
Througl 


years of traveling, lecturing 
anc 


newspaperinp-. 
he had 
penetratec 


every section of the northwestern 
states and the fame of his writings 
and lectures had made his name a 
household word among' the people 
Although best known 
as a "Nor- 


wegian," Mr. Stromme was a citizen 
of tho world, with the broadest hu- 
manitarian views and sympathies 
and the widest outlook upon public 
affairs. 
While his chief reputation 


was made as a writer and speaker 
in the Norwegian tongue, he 
was 


almost equally at home in 
many 


other tongues. Ho had a remark 
ably activo and comprehensive mind 
and a marvelous memory. He had 
nil the riches of Scandinavian, Eng- 
lish and German, literature at his 
tongue's end, so to speak, and his 
friends 
always 
deemed it a high 


privilege to hear him discourse up- 
on these subjects or to recite some 
favorite poem of which he 
knew 


hundreds from 
beginning to end. 


Ho was the best of good company. 
Because of 
his commanding pres- 


ence, his veady and fluent wit, his 
sunny disposition and his overflow- 
ing nature generally, he was a cen- 
tral figure in all social gatherings 
where he appeared. He was widely 
traveled, not only in this country, 
but in Europe, and had twice jour- 
neyed around the world. 
Because 


of this fact, he also enjoyed a per- 
sonal acquaintance with1 many dis- 
tinguished people in all parts of the 
world, which added to the store u 
on which he could draw in his writ- 
ings and lectures. 


In politics Mr. Stromme was lib- 


eral, and while- primarily a literary 
nian he took the keenest of interest 
in political contests, and never hesi- 
tated to lend an active hand in tne 
particular cause or party which com- 
manded his sympathies. 
He was 


a 
powerful 
editorial 
writer 


and 
wielded 
great 
influence 


as 
such, 
writing 
with 
equal 


facility in English or Norwegian. 
During the greater part of his life 
as a newspaperman, he supported 
the democratic party, but in recent 
years his sympathies lay with the 
so-called 
progressive 
movement 


Because of this fact, and the further 
one that 
he had the 
broadest of 


sympathies with the common peo- 
plo of all the world, he had to bear 
his portion of misunderstanding and 
misrepresentation during the recent 
war. He repeatedly offered his ser- 
vices to the government, even ask- 
ing that he might be permitted to 
drive a truck 
at the front. 
Mr. 


Stromme was one of the founders 
of the -Ygdrasil literary society of 
Madison, and .in recognition "of the 
fact that tho society will this year 
observe its twenty-fifth anniversary 
he was elected its president last 
January. 
A volume of his 
poems 


was also 
issued 
about the 
same 


time. 
A Chinese proverb says every 


man should build a house, rear a 
family and write a book. 
Mr. 


Stromme wrote many books, reared 
a brilliant family and built a struc- 
ture of fame among; his countrymen 
such as few men can hope to 
ap- 


proximate. 
As preacher, teacher, 


editor, writer, 
lecturer 
and ali- 


ardund leader, he was a giant 
among his fellows. He stood among 
the three or four biggest and . best 
known "Norwegians" 
of America. 


His death will be everywhere 
de- 


plored as the passing of a rare spir- 
it, nnd his name will long be a tra- 
dition in the circles wherein his in- 
fluence was exerted and felt.

engaged in the educational field, in 
Iowa as teacher and .superintend- 
ent of schools in various "Iowa and 
Minnesota towns.

understood by the plain 


men and women of the world 
when on January 5, 1918, you 
said: 


"The sett'iement of Europe 


must be based on such grounds 
of reasoning and justice as will 
give some promise of stability. 
Therefore it is that we feel 
that Government with, the con- 
sent of the governed 
must be 


the basis of any territorial set- 
tlement in this war." 


These words are the true an- 


swer to the criticism of our po- 
sition which, your last letter 
puts forward. 
The 
principle 


was -understood 
then to mean 


the right of nations that had 
been 
annexed 
to 
empires 


against their will to free them- 
selves from the grappling hook. 
That is the sense in which we 
understood it. In reality, it is 
your government, when it seeks 
to rend our ancient nation and

The packers today asserted that 


more than 00 percent of the 75,000 
sacking house employes had voted 
n favor of the new plan. 


According to the packers there 


will be no immediate readjustment 
f either wages or working condi-. 
tions. 
Any future changes 
how- 


ever, will be made through repre- 
sentatives of the employes elected 
under the individual company plans 
and will not take into account the 
meat workers union, which conduct- 
ed negotiotions leading to the war- 
:ime agreement under 
Judge Al- 


ichuler as arbiter. 


Request for a conference to re- 


new .the war-time agreement or to 
ubstitute' a new • agreement 
was 


made to the packers by union offi- 
,ials last -\ve°k. 


Charles Hays president

work, the first movement of which 
was included irp-our music memory 
contest two years ago. In the first 
place, each of the two movements 
is complete and perfect in itself, 
requiring 
nothing 
but 
adequate 


performance for its full aesthetic 
enjoyment. 
Second, in these 
two 


movements we hear the 
composer 


speaking1 to us in a musical manner 
all his own, with 
a new class of 


thoughts and a now mode of or- 
chestral expression. 
Finally, they 


are both of such rare beauty, and 
make such a direct and powerful 
appeal to every 
hearer, that the 


•world has been permanently en- 
riched by them. 


The composer 
of 
this beautiful 


music. Franz Peter. Schubert of 
whom Beethoven said ,"That man 
has the -divine fire,' is one of those 
geniuses who make us realize the 
laiboiiElJcd, unfathomed ipctesiVfli- 
ties of the human spirit. Born of 
ordinary peasant stock, without any 
special musical endowment by her- 
edity, J3chubert began composing as 
a mere boy, with a fluency that has 
seldom if ever been equalled, and 
that was only checked by the cost 
of music-paper, and continued with 
undimini5hed_ fertility of imagina- 
tion to within a few weeks of his 
untimely death. 
Of him it may be 


said with peculiar truth that he 
vas all music. He never married, 
he' never traveled, he had almost 
n0 "education," he has left hardly 
iny letters; the entire essence of 
the man was poured out into his 
music. As his personal appearance 
was insignificant, his manner with 
strangers diffident 
and 
the great 


bulk of his compositions remained 
in MS. during his lifetime, the 
world scarcely knew what it lost at 
his death. 
It was only gradually 


that Schubert attained his rightful 
recognition, as the vast mass of his 
production little by little came but 
in print. 
The Symphony in B minor, known 
as the Unfinished Symphony be- 
cause it consists of only two move- 


ments, owes rt« origin to an im- 
pwlse of'"gratitude. 
In 1822 the 


musical society of 
Graz, Austria, 


elected Schubert an honorary mem- 
ber, and-he began the symphony in 
November of that year as a- return 
for the compliment. The. manuscript 
lay hidden at Graz for many years, 
and the first performance was in 
1867, since .when it 
has enjoyed 


steady and increasing popularity. 
The charm of the B minor sym- 
phony is two-fold. 
For one thing, 


it is 
simply packed with themes 


and passages of melodic and har- 
monic beauty, scattered with 
the 


lavish hand of a 
composer 
who 


knew none 
«ave 
beautiful ideas. 


Quite apart from this is the re- 
freshing 
originality 


Schubert treats and 


with 
which 


combines the 


various instruments, especially the 
wind instruments, 


The first movement, Allegro mod- 
erate, begins with a sombre, mys- 
terious theme in eight measures, 
which is immediately succeeded by 
an agitated figure pianissimo that 
serves as accompaniment to a plain- 
tive 
solo for 
oboe and clarinet. 


This works' up to a climax, with a 
suggestion of syncopation, and is 
immediately followed, .by a 
third 


and. beautiful melody/ This is an- 
nounced by the 
cellos against a 


syncopated accompaniment of wood- 
wind'and strings, and is then taken 
up softly by the violins, but sud- 
denly interrupted by a crashing 
passage 
for 
-full orchestra which 


works in this third theme in vari- 
ous ways, but soon leads back to the 
original theme, whereupon all this 
is repeated. 


The second 
movement, Andante 


con rnoto, begins 
like 
the first 


movement abruptly, without Intro- 
duction, and interweaves three dis- 
tinct melodies: a descending stac- 
ato 
scale in the bass, a flowing 


accompanying 
theme for bassoon 


and the main melody in the violins. 
Soon there • is a new theme in the 
strings, against a different staccato 
figure in the bass, but it reverts 
immediately to theme 1, in which 
f.ute and violins alt-'inate 
This is 


followed by a lovely 'clarinet 
solo 


over a syncopated accompaniment, 
which is taken up by the oboe and

Report Shows That the 
Shortage 1,000,000 Bu. on 


5 Year Average 


The Wisconsin apple crop will fall. 


far short of that produced last year 
when 3,650,000 bushels were, grown, 
Joseph A. Becker, crop reporter, an- 
nounced today. - Praduction is now 
estimated at 2,080^,000 bushels, an 
increase of 100,000 over tho esti- 
mate on August, but still neariy 
1,000,000 short of the five year aver- 
age of 3,000,000 bushels. 


The commercial crop is said to be 


125,000 barrels, compared to 117,. 
000 forcast on August 1, a produc- 
tion of 180,000 in 1920 and 126,000 
in 1919. 


Wisconsin's cranberry crop is es- 


timated at 26.700 barrels compared 
to 84,000 produced In 1920 and five 
year average of 
84,000 barrels. 


Acreage of the crop was reduced 
from 1,900 in 1920 to 1,600 acres 
this year. A large crop is expected 
pn northern bogs, and a small crop 
in the south. 


The amount of clover cut for seed 


will be 30 per cent less.than last 
year, which is for 118,000 acres. The 
stand is reported as short and thin, 
but with heads filling well. Condi- 
tion is given at 80 per cent, com- 
pared to 84 per cent last year on 
September 1, and a ten year aver- 
age of 84 per cent.

"The way to get people out on th 


land is to deflate tho price of unoc

le necessary in addition to loan th' 
beginners money enough to help 
thorn get started. Every man tha 
can be induced to go farming takes 
one more man out of the competitive 
Ir.bor market.

of the hunter.

blind,, though he says

Except in cases where state lands 
are leased to individuals and where 
access can not be gained by a pub-

Are Real Hikers Gone? 


Has Auto Driven tHe Old Fashioned Rambler From the 


Highways?

RE the days of the real hiker over? Has he been driven 
from the open road by the auto? 
Our managing editor, E. L. Meyer, recently started on his 


vacation. On the day before he started we inquired as to where 
he planned to spend his vacation. Imagine our surpris* when 
he replied: 


"A Chinese student at the university and myself are start- 


ing to walk to Milwaukee tomorrow." 


We are printing herewith an account of their trip to Mil- 


waukee. Under the title, Rambler. Mr. Meyer sent the follow- 
ing story back from Milwaukee: 


By "THE RAMBLER" 


The day of the pedestrian has passed. 
The auto has pushed 


him off the map. This may not be true on the rutted highways 
and isolated roads which the autoist shuns, but on the modern 
Wisconsin speedways the auto envelopes the "hiker" in a cloud 
of burnt gasoline, maddens him with toots and honks, makes him 
sidestep into the muddy gullies fifty times in a mile and leaves 
him wondering why in thunder he ever allowed his insurance to 
lapse. 


Perhaps the writer was unfortunate in choosing the wrong 


time in which to set out on his walk from Madison to Milwaukee. 
In company with Yen, a Chinese U. W. graduate in philosophy, 1 
started on the Sunday morning before Labor Day, just about the 
time when every auto owner in the state was cranking up his car 
and stowing away his lunch and his family with the prospect 
of a double holiday before him. The advance guard of the horde 
of honkers showered us with dust before we had covered' half 
Ihe sunny road to Sun Prairie. 
From that time en the snorting 


army never left us and we walked to the accompaniment of 
sirens, smoke and the occasional mournful whang of a blowout. 


Yen, who had spent a month this summer with a geology 


camping party at Devil's Lake, had thoughtfully provided him- 
self with a roll of detailed maps, which indicated everything 
from a freckle on the landscape to a knothole in a fence picket. 
The conscientious "hiker" will find these maps indispensible. 
Again and again we would cress a culvert, for instance, when 
Yen would unravel two yards of map and pick out our location. 


"Yes," he would say, "see here. This is the culvert." 
And then we would know for certain that it wasn't the 


side of a barn we were looking at. 


Highway 19, which, save for a few detours, leads one due 


east to Milwaukee, is a series of revelations. I have walked the 
unending flatness of an Illinois prairie and the uninterrupted 
imprcssiveness of a road on the coast ranges of the Rockies, but 
for quiet joy give me the variegated calm of a Wisconsin land- 
scape. It is a spring tonic composed of a royal mixture of green 
slopes, yellow studded swamps with the sun playing brightly on 
(he marigold, lazy creeks, and uplands dotted with haystacks 
and Holsteins. 


We covered the miles to Sun Prairie in fine fettle and took 


possession of the town with the feejing of conquest which only a 
hiker can experience. 
v On Main street was the familiar sign 


EAT, banner of the hash-house f raterai ly, Eta Alpha Tau, and 
we ate enormously and marched on. Half way to Waterloo we 
were soaked by a scudding shower and ten minutes later dried 
again by a blazing sun. At supper time we reached Waterloo 
and planned on staying there over night until Yen remembered 
that on a previous trip he had been "soaked" 20 cents at a 
Waterloo lunch counter for an ordinary ham sandwich. 
We 


cursed the town as a nest of bandits and walked on—straight 
into a torrent of rain. In two minutes we were drenched to the 
skin and began praying that one of the tribe of autos which we 
had damned all day would pick us up. We slithered through 
mud over an execrable road for two miles and then bumped Into 
a road gang who informed us that there was a detour at Water- 
loo, that we were walking in a blind'alley and might walk all 
night without being passed by an auto. Yen's infallible map 
had been printed in 1895. There was nothing for It but to re- 
turn to Waterloo, and Yen's 20-cent ham sandwich grudge faded 
when Waterloo gathered us in her arms, gave us a good supper 
cheaply and planted us in a warm bed for 73 cents apiece. Our 
fatherly blessings on the dear landlady who let us snore from 
7:30 Sunday night until 6 the next morning. 


Our hinges were rusty and our joints creaked when we set 


out again, but an hour's brisk walking in the crisp September 
morning lubricated even the smallest metatarsal. Just outside 
of Waterloo we saved three miles of walking by hitting the rail- 
road tracks for four miles to Hubbleton. Further on we again 
bumped into a long detour, but decided to save time by follow- 
ing Highway 19 straight to Watertown. We saved the miles 
at the expense of a coating of mud, and perhaps we would still 
be bawling for help in the deep ruts had not a good natured 
farmer come to our aid with a wagon. We rolled ignominiously 
Into Watertown on the back of his wagon and scraped mud off 
onr shoes for half an hour before we dared enter an eating house. 


After a long rest on the quiet shores of Oconomowoc Lake 


and a hasty glance Into the crowded riot of Okauehee we "park- 
ed" the second night at Hartland, 60 miles from Madison. Dur- 
ing that whole day the auto world had been on the rampage. We 
had been jostled, squeezed, bullied and threatened by the gas 
wagons which passed in a solid stream to and from the lake 
country, Yen was through. He capitulated to Henry Ford and 
the Ford relatives. He decided to take the Hartland bus next 
morning to Milwaukee. But I decided to walk the remaining 
23 miles. 


And I started out nobly. Two miles beyond Pewaukee my
